Word is out, in Washington that top 
Democrats do not expect President John­ 
son to engage in television debates in 
his 1964 campaign. 
If their decision sticks, the President 
will do what Vice President Nixon’s 
friends thought he should have done four 
years ago — let his opponent stand on 
his own feet in TV ratings. 
Their theory was built on the reason­ 
ing that Vice President Nixon had ap­ 
peared on television so often his oppon­ 
ent, still a relatively unknown young sen­ 
ator from Massachusetts, had a vast 
gap to close; therefore, why help him 
do it? 
Nixon advisers did not know at the 
time that their man’s physical condition 
in the first debate would make him look 
worn and wan and that inept makeup and 
staging would accentuate this. 
Now that perspective has been added to 
the quick judgments of the 1960 cam­ 
paign, Mr. Nixon’s friends are aware of 
still another disadvantage. The televi­ 
sion camera is not kind to the for­ 


mer vice president. It accentuates the 
same features that have made him easy 
to caricature. 
Appearance should not be a key con­ 
sideration in a national election. Yet 
it is, when TV campaigning is being con­ 
sidered. Facial characteristics are as vi­ 
tal as the dulcet intonations of Franklin 
D. Roosevelt’s radio speeches in 1932 con­ 
trasted with the herky-jerky presentations 
of Herbert Hoover. 
It is not what candidates think but how 
they say it and what they look like that 
sways opinion in TV campaigning. Presi­ 
dent Johnson will have nothing to gain 
by debating his still-to-be-chosen opponent 
on television this year. 
He has been making his own impres­ 
sion — and very successfully — as a 
‘ single” among the political headliners. 
He owes no exposure to a relatively ob­ 
scure rival. 
And as for debating, all who remem­ 
ber that so-called “debate” in 1960 can­ 
not hear the word without wincing. What 
Issues were debated? To what effect? 


On-The-Site Inspection 


Chairman of the U.S. Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, Gen. Maxwell D. Taylor, has joined 
Defense Secretary McNamara in South 
Viet Nam “to get a aense of reality 
about the situation.” 
This is the latest in a mounting series 
of visits to the area, though it might 
have been the climactic end of the de­ 
fense secretary’s visits if a plot to blow 
up a bridge and kill him had been 
successful. 
The United States is not at war in 
Southeast Asia. It has been doing its best 
to stay out of war there, despite military 
Involvements that have caused death and 
injuries among its “advisers” to South 
Vietnamese troop. 
But North Viet Nam considers itself to 
be at war with the United States, regard­ 
less of the feeling of the United States. 
Its troops fire on U.S. planes and troops. 
Its agents attack U.S. shipping and ap­ 
parently tried to kill a high U.S. official. 
North Viet Nam, backed by the Chinese 
People’s Republic, is making no effort to 
stay out of war with the United States. 


Instead, it is making a studied effort to 
provoke war. 
When this becomes more clearly evi­ 
dent, as it will as provocations continue 
to multiply, the problem confronting Sec­ 
retary McNamara, Gen. 
Maxwell 
and 
other U.S. officials will become acute: 
How does the United States back away 
from a war it wants to win but is un­ 
willing to fight? Will on-the-site inspec­ 
tion provide an answer?

of August. It’s a prosperous 
year and Reuther's union will 
want a big, prosperous package 
for its rank-and-file. 
The specific contents of the 
package will be worked out in 
a series of “intra-corporation” 
council meetings to be held in 
Detroit between May 20 and 
May 23. There are three coun­ 
cils, one for each major com­ 
pany. 
The GM auto union council 
will send 400 delegates from IOO 
GM plants. The Ford and Chrys­ 
ler councils have 175 delegates 
each. These councils will have 
to “average out” the hundreds 
of varying demands from the 
plants. 
From an old factory with old­ 
er workers will come insistence 
that there be earlier retirement; 
From assembly line plants will 
come bids for more work, time 
off the job each day. F r o m 
shops where the work is on 
heavy machinery the bid will be 
for more holidays and longer 
vacations. 


SOME OF THOSE close to 
Walter Reuther say he is in­ 
terested in developing a phas­ 
ing - out system of retirement 
whereby an employe works less 
and less as he gets older. 
Thus, just before retirement 
the worker may be putting in 
only six months a year so he 
can get used to full leisure 
time — and mane way for new 
workers. 
These are just portions of the 
big package the auto union will 
seek — a package which will, 
of course, include money. The 
“ Big Three” aren’t exactly go­ 
ing to hand these things to the 
union. There will be sound and 
fury on both sides. 
It all seems peaceful now. 
But remember how swiftly the 
storm headlines sprang up dur­ 
ing the rail crisis. Strike talk 
always does that.

And 
I would say, if a very strong 
civil rights bill is not passed, 
that President Johnson would 
run well. But if a strong civil 
rights bill is passed, it could 
affect him down there consid­ 
erably.” 
When the South Carolina sen­ 
ator was then asked whether 
there might even be a third par­ 
ty in the South, he said: 
“Well, of course, if a strong 
civil rights bill is passed and it 
is enforced, and if it brings ty­ 
ranny to the people — which, 
in my judgment, H will — and 
if all of that should occur be­ 
fore the election, it’s possible 
that a third party would get 
considerable votes. They might 
even get enough votes to throw 
the election (into the House of 
Representatives). It’s impossi­ 
ble to say at this time what the 
situation will be.” 


ONLY A FEW days ago there 
was a significant happening in 
the state of Alabama. A regu­ 
lar Democratic party slate had 
been put on the ballot, pledged 
to vote for the party nominee— 
presumably President Johnson. 
The slate was backed by Ala­ 
bama's own 
senators. 
John 
Sparkman and Lister Hill, both 
of whom had made it clear that 
they will vote against the civil 
rights bill now pending In the 
Senate. 
Yet. when it came to choos­ 
ing presidential electors, the 
voters by a margin of about 4 
• I selected the unpledged slate 
sponsored by Alabama’s Gov. 
Wallace. 
Separate voting was required 
for each of the candidates for 
the ll electoral positions. One 
unpledged elector was victori­ 
ous by a total of 427,000 to 80.- 
000. Another unpledged elector 
won by 430,000 to 93,000. All the 
others also obtained overwhelm­ 
ing 
majorities. 
There 
were 
some precincts in which the 
vote ran as high as 40-1 and in 
others 20-1 in favor of the un­ 
pledged electors. Oddly enough, 
the unpledged electors ran ex­ 
tremely well in North Alabama, 
which is TV A territory and the 


area in which anti - Wallace 
votes would be expected. 


THE VOTER discontent in the 
South was the basis prior to 
last November for a widespread 
assumption that Sen. Coldwater 
might be given the presidential 
nomination of the Republican 
party by reason of his strength 
in the Southern States. 
This view, however, was con­ 
siderably altered when Vice 
President Lyndon Johnson, a 
native Texan, succeeded to the 
presidency. The voting in Ala­ 
bama last week indicates clear­ 
ly that there is an opposition to 
Mr. Johnson inside the Demo­ 
cratic party in the Southern 
States. It could be reflected in 
a “cross-over” vote from the 
Democratic party to the Repub­ 
lican party if Sen. Coldwater 
becomes the Republican presi­ 
dential nominee. 
If, on the other hand, any of 
the other men being mentioned 
for the presidential nomination 
should be selected by the Re­ 
publican national convention, it 
is quite likely that President 
Johnson will carry all of the 
South with the exception of Ala­ 
bama and Mississippi. Thus the 
opportunity of the Republicans 
to gain electoral votes in the 
South is to a large extent re­ 
lated to the possible nomination 
of Sen. Coldwater. 


IT HAS BECOME increasing 
ly evident, moreover, in recent 
weeks that there also is a pro­ 
test vote inside the Democratic 
party in tho Northern States. 
This was manifested by the op­ 
position votes recorded for Gov. 
Wallace in the Wisconsin and 
Indiana primaries, and by the 
results of other local elections 
in Northern cities, Uke Phila­ 
delphia, 
where 
the 
Negroes 
have been voting in a bloc and 
the whites have been taking the 
opposite side. 
Gov. Welsh, who ran as a 
“stand-in” for President John­ 
son in last week’s primary in 
Indiana, failed to carry a sin­ 
gle all-white precinct in Gary. 
The Gary Post Tribune com­ 
mented that political strateg­ 
ists must take notice when an 
area like highly industrialized 
and 
heavily 
unionized 
Lake 
County turns against President 
Johnson. 
These elections are important 
because they show that the pro­ 
test vote against the civil rights 
bill has been growing in recent 
months. 


SO THE Republicans must de­ 
cide whether they will lose more 
in the North by championing 
the bill unequivocally, or wheth­ 
er a middle-of-the-road position 
toward the issue will have to 
be adopted on the stump. 
This could mean that, if Sen. 
Goldwater or former Vice Presi­ 
dent Nixon is nominated, either 
one would probably during the 
campaign assail certain sections 
(rf the civil rights bill on con­ 
stitutional grounds, while main­ 
taining support in general for 
the principle of “equal rights 
and equal opportunity.”

Many parents talk too much 
about their own children to oth­ 
er parents, usually at informal 
gatherings — s u c h as the 
P.T.A., lunch­ 
eons, commit­ 
tee meetings, 
c h u r c h or 
club meetings, 
etc. — where- 
ever groups of 
parents 
hap­ 
pen to be to­ 
gether. T h e 
discuss 'Otis go 
on even when Dr. Garry Myers 
the children 
are presant.

mother may talk at such gath­ 
erings about her child in self- 
defense, if her child has prob­ 
lems and she knows that some 
of those present are aware ot 
those problems. 
Sometimes a parent may talk 
about the child to brag and ex­ 
alt her ego: sometimes f he 
mother is seeking help. N 0 1 
infrequently, she does it just 
to make conversation — always 
a fruitful subject. 
Usually this mother little re­ 
alizes what pitfalls she faces or 
the harm she may do her own 
child. If her talk is just idle 
conversation, she may speak of 
him as if he were no more dear 
to her than a pup or toy 


WHAT DOES SUCH practice 
do to the talking parent her­ 
self or to her listeners? In the 
long run. what may it do to the 
child she talks about’’ 
If the talking parent is seek­ 
ing help, she’s trying at the 
worst possible place to get it. 
She may get all sorts of silly 
or conflicting advice. Few giv­ 
ing it will then do so objective­ 
ly- 
If she really wants advice, let 
her go for private consultation 
with the impartial expert. 
If the talking parent is trying 
to save face in self - defense, 
she rarely will be persuasive. 
More likely she will only mag­ 
nify her own problems in the 
eyes of the listening mothers. 
If the talking parent is try­ 
ing to brag and exalt her own 


ego. she will inevitably stir up 
resistance and ill - feelings 
among some of the other moth 
ers present, even if what she 
says is true. 
When 
one 
talking 
mother 
slows down or pauses, another 
may become the talker about 
her child. In time, nearly every 
mother present will have had 
something to say about her own 
child or children. 
If the child being talked about 
is over six or eight years of 
age, he or she may hear through 
one of the mothers present what 
was said about him on her and 
be very much puzzled, embar­ 
rassed or incensed. 


WHAT WILL THEN happen to 
the child's confidence and trust 
in his mother? How secure will 
he feel? Won’t he often wonder 
what his mother tells ab nit him 
to other people? May he not 
sometimes imagine the v e r y 
worst? The teenager discovering 
that his mother has discussed 
him among her friends may be 
greatly disturbed. The damage 
to his relations with her may 
be almost beyond repair. 
Furthermore, don t many par­ 
ents talk of all sorts of person­ 
al matters, things which th e 
: child wishes to be kept private, 
! in his presence when t h e r e 
are guests in the home? 
How much children must be 
hurt by such discussions of them 
is beyond the comprehension 
even of those mothers a n d 
fathers who have deep regard 
for the rights and feelings of 
their sons and daughters. 
I have not meant to say we 
should avoid referring to our 
children in our conversation 
anymore than we should avoid 
reference to other members of 
our family. 
But why say anything about 
them we would not want them 
to say of us if we and they could 
exchange places?

Eyes 
were painted on ’he bows of Egyptian and Greek craft (I) 
by which they were supposed to be able to spy their way. 
Statues of goddesses were often placed in the bows of Greek 
and Roman craft-the famous “Winged Victory” (2) gives 
the feeling (rf this custom, even though this was not a real 
figure head but a statue set up to commemorate a naval 
victory. Statues of the Goddess Athena were often used rn 
Athenian ships and the custom became carried on the use (rf 
later ships figureheads, a great many of which were female 
figures. The old time sailor identified the figurehead with the 
ship and probably from this came the habit of calling the 
ship “she.” The old sailors lived a rough life, but they were 
romantic characters, looking forward longingly to the time 
when they would return to their wives and sweethearts. 
“She s a sweet little packet,” a sailor would say of his ship, 
at the same time probably thinking of his sweet little sweet­ 
heart at home.

Among Uncommitted Delegate*

Up Backlog Of Support 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen. 
Barry Coldwater appears to be 
piling up backlog support among 
publicly uncommitted delegates 
which could strengthen his bid 
for a first - ballot Republican 
presidential nomination. 
If the Arizona senator wins 
the June 2 California primary 
and adds that state’s 86 conven­ 
tion votes to his total, his strate­ 
gists now believe he will come 
close to having 600 of the 655 
needed for the nomination. 
If the state-by-state roll call 
of the 1.308 delegates at the San 
Francisco convention indicates 
Coldwater is headed toward a 
figure only a few short of the 
magic total, his supporters be­ 
lieve there will be some quick 
shifts made in his direction. 
They point to Wisconsin, far 
down the roll-call line, as a like­ 
ly source of Coldwater support 
in 
such 
circumstances. 
The 
state’s 30 votes are pledged to 
Rep. John W. Byms in a favor­ 
ite son holding operation. 
This served its principal pur­ 
pose when it kept major con­ 
tenders out of the state pri­ 
mary, 
in 
which 
Democrats 
could cross over. Coldwater del­ 
egates probably won’t feel they 
have any further obligation to 
Byrnes if the Arizona senator 
needs them. 
Kentucky also seems likely to 
offer Coldwater some additional 
votes if he moves up within 
striking distance of the nomina­ 
tion as the roll call proceeds. 
Kentucky is expected to cast 
its 24 votes on the first call for I 
Sen. Thruston B. Morton as a 
favorite son. But Morton said he 
will release immediately any | 
delegate who might 
ask to 
change his vote. He said Cold­ 


water had the support of about 
15 Kentucky delegates. 
The calculations of the Cold­ 
water strategists are all built on 
the assumption that their man 
will bowl over New York Gov. 
Nelson A. Rockefeller in the Cal­ 
ifornia primary. 
They already have written off 
Oregon’s Friday primary as a 
loss, with the expectation that 
Ambassador Henry Cabot Lodge 
will win that state’s 18 votes. 
The Coldwater strategists ex­ 
pect Lodge’s backers then to ap­ 
peal to the supporters of Lodge 
and other potential candidates to 
vote for Rockefeller in Califor­ 
nia in an effort to stop Cold­ 
water. 
Coalition moves of this nature 
haven’t been very successful in 
other states and Coldwater^ 
people are not worried on this 
score. 
They are worried about the 
possibility that former President 
Dwight D. Eisenhower might be 
coaxed into making some state­ 
ment that would damage Gold- 
water’s chances in California. 
The weight of opinion is that 
Eisenhower won't take sides 
publicly at this point. But the 
Coldwater strategists can’t be 
sure.

For Security Of Free World 
Rusk Tells NATO Red 
Threat Must Be Erased 


THE 
HAGUE, 
Netherlands 
(AP)—U.S. Secretary of State 
Dean Rusk told the foreign min­ 
isters of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization today that 
all Communist aggression must 
be eradicated to ensure the se­ 
curity of the non-Communist 
world. 
Risk spoke at the opening of 
the three-day spring meeting of 
NATO’s Council of Foreign Min­ 
isters. The bitter Greek-Turkish 
dispute over Cyprus was ex­ 
perted to dominate the meeting, 
but Rusk was seeking support 
from the NATO Allies against 
the Communists in South Viet 
Nam and for the American 
trade embargo against Com­ 
munist Cuba. 
Rusk said NATO’s successful 
defense of the Atlantic commun­ 
ity “has somewhat deflected the 
Communist threat against Eu­ 
rope itself.” 
“The Communists are con­ 
centrating their expansionist ef­ 
forts on other areas of the 
world." he said. 
“It is es­ 
sential that Communists every­ 
where learn that they cannot ex­ 
pect to gain from a policy of 
militancy.” 
Rusk said the NATO Allies 
should not let success blind 
them to current dangers. 
“Certain of these dangers 
seem to have diminished, but 
they can reappear suddenly and 
without warning,” he said. 


Leading statesmen sought to 
to bring NATO authority to bear 
on the Greeks and Turks to sub­ 
merge their animosities for the 
common good. The would - be 
conciliators hoped to arrange a 
meeting between the Greek and 
Turkish foreign ministers, Stav- 
ros Kostopoulos and Feridun 
Cemal Erkin. 
Kostopoulos on his arrival 
from Athens told Rusk, Cana­ 
da’s Paul Martin and others 
that Greece opposes any discus­ 
sion of Cyprus inside NATO. 
He was echoing the view of Cy­ 
prus President Makarios, the 
Greek Cypriot leader. 
Erkin, however, vowed that 
he would bring the Cyprus issue 
before the council. He said Tur­ 
key had stood about all it could 
from 
certain 
powers 
which 
claimed to be allied but which 
he said had shown neither good 
will nor support for the Turkish 
Cypriot minority. 
Besides Cyprus there were 
several other breaches in Allied 
unity. 
Paul-Henri Spaak of Belgium 
intended to charge the French 
with a policy of weakening the 
alliance. Along with other dip­ 
lomats here, Spaak has begun 
referring to 15-nation NATO as 
“the 14 and France” because of 
President Ovaries de Gaulle’s 
go-it-alone tactics.
